Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec. 11.—A 
call for enough provender to serve 
200,000 persons two days has gone 
out over Oklahoma. 


Governor-elect J/ C. "Walton, Dem- 
ocrat, has invited the world at large 
to his inaugural party, JantSSLty- 10 
and 11, at the state fair gronfuJs 
here. 
He said he expects his guests to 
come by ox-trains, airplanes, motor 
cars, special railroad trams, riding 
the rods and the cushions, afoot, 
horseback, and by all available other 
methods of travel. 
He will ser\-e them barbecue, and 


grve a square dance—on the com- 
pletely floored-in circle of a half mile 
race track. 
Dan V. Lackey, prize fight pro- 
moter, is chairman of the commit- 
tee of 3,000 members arranging the 
festii ities. 
Here is a tentative list of supplies 


for 
the 
barbecue, 
prepared 
by 
Lackey: Five hundred beef cattle, 
200 sheep, 5,000 chickens. 1,000 tur- 
keys, 3,000 rabbits, 1,000 squirrels, 
200 opossums, 500 ducks and geese, 
10 buffalo, 10 bears. 10 deer, 10 an- 
telope, five tons of coffee, five tons 
of salt, five tons of sugar, 1,000 
pounds of pepper, 250 bushels of 
onions, 100,000 loaves of bread, 100,- 
000 buns, 15 carloads of firewood 
and three carloads of pine-knots for 
kindling. 
Here might be included also, as 
listed by Lackey, 3,000 persons to 
serve the multitude, and 500 expert 
butchers, sheers and barbecuers.

Adjournment of the premiers confer- 
ence tonight for eight days in order 
to avert an open rupture between 
England and France over the ques- 
tion of German reparations has been 
virtually 
decided 
upon, it was 


learned today. 
The British cabinet 
rejected t.ie 


measure of force for the Ruhr dis- 
trict upon which Premier Poincare 
insited. 


Prime Minister Bonar Law inform- 


ed Premier Poincare that the British 
public opinion was overwhelmingly 
opposed to any military measures 
Germany. 


Poincare had made a demand for 
the occupation of the Runr as a 
guarantee for a certain moratorium. 


Tne conference probably will re- 
sume its session in eight days in Lon- 
don or Paris. Meanwhile it is hoped 
that some guarantees may be found 
which will satisfy the French and at 
tho same time make military action 
unnecesasry. 
It was stated in French circles that 
the imminent 
adjournment 
was 


merely a maneuver to prevent an 
open break among the allies, partic- 
ularly between France and England 
and that there was little likelihood 
of finding a common basis of agree- 
ment between England and France. 
It was further pointed out that in 
spite of Premier Poincare's desire to 
co-opeiate with the new British gov- 
ernment lie has been forced largely 
by the political situation at home to 
demand the Runt as the price of 
any concession to Germany 
The meeting of the premiers sche- 


duled for this noon was postponed 
until four o'clock. It was expected 
that in the meantime private inter- 
views would take place among the 
premiers in an eleventh hour effort 
to save the conversation from what 
seemed this morning to be inevitable 
postponement. 
It was stated m an authoritative 
American 
quarter that the chief 


hope of bringing the British and 
French together during the period of 
adjustment to which the conference 
now seems doomed, lies with the 
United States. It was said by this 
authority that England will proba- 
bly ask the American government if 
it is willing to cancel the French 
debt to the Unlted^States-, jprovidgd 
Tiratern'0cafice1i"tne "Frencli 
debt to Great Britain and at the 
same time enters a definite agree 
ment with the American government 
to ultimately to pay the British debt 
to America. 
This suggestion was made inform- 


ally last evening to a certain im- 
portant American now in London 
and it will probably be presented di- 
rectly to Mr. Hughes, the American 
secretary of state, in the course of 
the present week. 
Great Britain is said to look favor- 


ably on the 
cancellation 
of the 
French debt due her. providing the 
United States cancels the French 
debt to America. It is the belief of 
Gritish officials that the United 
States would be willing at least to 
attend a conference at which such 
a proposition could be thoroughly 
discussed. It was also stated in 
American circles this morning that 
the definite agreement to pay the 
British debt to the 
United States 
could or might be accompanied by 
a proposal for a loing period, say 
50 years, in which only interest 
v.ould be paid. It was explained 
that this was on the theory that the 
United States was primarily inter- 
ested in securing the ultimate pay- 
ment of the British debt, rather than 
an immediate settlement. 
In conference quarters it was the 
general view that France has indi- 
cated her willingness to give up 
military penalties in return for the 
cancellation of debts by the United 
States and Great Britain and would 
be ready also to give a long mo-

they got 60 to 70 per cent markings. But when they take a job in an office , 
or factory and only get 60 to 70 per cent of their work right, they last , 
only a. very short time. They are thrown out to make place for those | 
irfio have more persistence and ambition. Young people of that type be- j 
come tail enders for their whole life. They are the first to be laid off 
tvhen dull times come, and doors of promotion do not open to them.

poses aiid to develop power to run 
his machinery and lighting plant, or 
it may be built on a scale sufficient- 
ly large to furnish the water supply 
for a large city.

for mechanical 
purposes 
involved 


leading tha wat°r from a stream or 
other source for use nt

place. One of the primitive devices 
for raising water from 
a 
stream 


was the Horia, which consisted of a 
large upright 
framework 
like 
a 


wheel, placed so that the flew of 
the current turned it on its axis. To 
the periphery of the wheel were at- 
tached hinged buckets, which were 
often earthen jars tied on the frame 
and which were partly filled as the 
dipped in the stream and upon being 
carried to the top were emptied bv 
a tripping 
device into a 
troush 


which l^d the water away on 
the 


higher level- 
Later Archimedes developed 
his 


screw, which consisted of a coil of 
pipe about a. cylinder, set at a con- 
siderable angle from the vertical. 
To run this a water wheel or tur- 
bine 
was necessary. 
Theoretically 


water could be raised to anv height 
in this manner, but practically it 
required too much pov/er. the gear-

cookie. If cut with a medium-sized 
cutter, having the dough rolled as 
thinly as possible without breaking, 
the recipe will make 60 or more 
cookies. 
1 cup butter 
2 cups sugar 
3 eggs 
1 tablespoon milk 
1-4 teaspoon soda 
4 cups flour 
Cream the butter and sugar to- 
gether until light. 
Add eggs un- 


beaten, one at a time, beating well 
with the addition of each egg. 


Add soda dissolved in milk. Add 


flour, thoroughly mix and place in 
a cold place for several hours. 


Take out a small amount of the 


dough at a time, roll, cut and bake 
in a moderate over 
10 
minutes. 


When finished cookies should be a 
golden brown. 
Nutmeg or cinnamon may be put 


in when mixed, but a very good 
way is to mix the spice with sugar 
and sprinkle over the top before 
baking. 
Raisins, the seedless ones, grated 
cocoanut, chopped nuts, cherries, 
currants may be used for garnish- 
ing the tops.
